NORTHEAST  REGIONAL  CONFERENCE

SHARING  SOME  OF  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  / 

IN  USE  IN  THE  STATES J 


CALIFORNIA  - Community  Library  Project 

Older  Club  members  in  San  Joaquin  County  are  providing  books  for  the 
Library^  including  books  written  about  4-H.  In  addition  to  buying 
books ^ the  4-H  Club  plans  to  have  study  groups  which  will  meet  at  the 
Library.  Plans  are  to  have  training  given  by  the  librarian  and  also 
have  several  authors  invited  to  meet  with  the  group. 

CONNECTICUT  - Orientation  for  Corjgress  Delegates 

An  excellent  plan  was  developed  for  the  orientation  session^  held 
November  9 at  the  University  in  Storrs.  Delegates  reviewed  the 
process  by  which  they  were  selected^  then  moved  into  discussion  of 
objectives  of  the  Connecticut  4-H  Club  Program  and  how  the  Congress 
"Citizenship  in  Action"  objectives  would  provide  meaningful  experi- 
ences for  the  group.  The  nature  of  the  trip  and  travel  arrangments 
were  carefully  reviewed.  The  State  ^-H  staff  would  probably  share 
a copy  of  the  outline  with  those  who  write. 

GEORGIA  - County  Council  Promote  Staying  in  School 

An  excellent  slide  set  is  developed  to  point  up  the  value  of  an 
education  and  the  importance  of  staying  in  school.  The  slides  are 
being  used  by  Senior  4-H  County  Council  members  in  presenting  a 
chapel  program  in  the  Junior  High  and  High  Schools  in  each  county. 

ILLINOIS  - Demonstration  Movie

INDIANA  - Report  of  Staff  Workshop 

Indiana  has  shared  with  us  a very  comprehensive  report  of  their  25th 
Annual  Fall  Staff  Workshop.  A study  of  it  will  in  part  reveal  why 
Indiana  has  the  highest  enrollment  of  any  North  Central  State  and 
why  they  average  over  1^000  members  per  agent  year  spent  on  4-H  Club 
work.  The  report  also  indicates  great  depth  in  program  offered  the 
youth  of  the  State. 
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INDIANA  - Home  Furnishings  Training 


The  Home  Furnishings  Specialist  and  the  4-H  staff  teamed  in  giving 
agents  special  training  to  strengthen  4-H  work  in  this  project  area. 
Focus  was  on  helping  families  achieve  order  and  heauty  through  appli- 
cation of  art  and  design  principles.  Training  material  would  he 
available  on  request  to  Evelyn  Quesenberry. 

KANSAS  - 4-H  Reading  Project 

The  November  issue  of  Kansas  4-H  Journal  has  a cover  photo  and  a 
center-spread  article  explaining  the  new  4-H  reading  project  which 
is  meeting  with  such  popular  response.  Librarians  have  been  helpful 
in  preparing  and  publicizing  the  new  project^  which  works  out  well  as 
a companion  project  to  add  depth  to  present  projects. 

LOUISIANA  - Literature  Program 

Many^  and  outstanding^  bulletins  are  prepared  by  State  specialists  and 
are  now  in  process  of  printing.  The  material  is  being  developed  at 
three  age  levels^  which  is  indicated  by  whether  the  front  cover  has 
one^  two  or  three  4-H  clovers  in  the  cover  design.  All  State  staff 
members  in  Louisiana  participated  in  a literature  workshop  nearly  a 
year  ago_,  followed  by  additional  conferences  with  individuals  or  groups 
of  specialists. 

LOUISIANA  - Extensive  Plans  for  4-H  Week 

The  Master  Plan  developed  for  1964  observance  includes  proclamation 
by  the  Governor,  flying  4-H  flag  on  the  gapitol,  100  billboards  at 
important  spots  over  the  State,  TV  programs  including  interviews  with 
leading  citizens,  and  tapes,  exhibit  suggestions,  and  news  releases 
made  available  for  the  parishes. 

MICHIGAN  - Membership  Drives 

Counties  interested  in  conducting  local  membership  drives  in  1964 
were  invited  to  attend  a February  6-7  conference  at  Camp  Kett.  The 
conference  aimed  to  prepare  participants  to  carry  out  membership 
drives  with  a high  level  of  confidence --and  competence. 

MINNESOTA  - 4-H  Institutes  for  Leaders 

The  role  of  project  and  junior  leaders,  and  of  county  Extension  agents 
in  working  with  leaders,  were  the  principal  topics  for  discussion  at 
the  1964  4-H  Leaders'  Institutes  held  throughout  the  State.  Ten  area 
institutes  were  planned  so  representatives  from  7 Lo  11  counties 
could  attend  each  meeting. 

MINNESOTA  - Radio  Public  Speaking 

"What  is  my  responsibility  in  bettering  intex-racial  and  inter-religious 
understanding?"  4-H  Club  members  will  present  their  answers  to  this 
question  in  the  22nd  annual  Statewide  radio  public  speaking  contest, 
running  from  January  to  March  of  1964.  Last  year,  more  than  1,000 
members  over  l4  years  of  age  participated  in  local  competitions. 
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MONTANA.  - Citizenship  Laboratory 

The  Citizenship  Laboratory  with  youth  leadership,  held  in  Billings,  was 
an  outstanding  experiirent  and  follow-up  of  the  Citizenship  Laboratory 
and  Citizenship  Short  Course  held  at  the  National  4-H  Center.  Evidences 
of  teaching  objectives  were  seen  in  the  youth  leadership,  adult  relations, 
committees,  organization,  and  teaching  aids  which  were  in  use. 

MONTANA  - Community  Service 

The  1963  Young  America  Gardens  contest  has  recognized  the  Lucky  "I3" 

4-H  Club  of  Anaconda  with  first  place  in  the  Club  division.  Their 
project  was  raising,  cutting  and  taking  flowers  to  "forgotten"  people 
and  shut-ins. 

NEBRASKA  - Rural  Youth  Mid-Winter  Institute 

During  a three-day  meeting,  February  7“9^  Nebraska  Rural  Youth  took 
a look  at  their  State's  future.  The  program  included  speakers, 
recreation,  workshop  sessions  and  a tour  of  the  Consiamers  Public 
Power  District,  Atomic  Energy  Power  Plant  at  Hallam. 

NEW  JERSEY  - Raising  Seeing  Eye  Dogs 

The  role  of  4-H  members  is  recognized  in  a new  publication  issued  by 
The  Seeing  Eye,  Inc.,  entitled  "Bonnie  Tells  Her  Story  as  a Seeing 
Eye  Dog. " 

NORTH  DAKOTA  - Increase  in  Indian  4-H  Enrollment 

A 330  percent  increase  - from  81  to  215  Indian  children  in  4-H  work  - 
is  the  record  of  the  Fort  Berthold  Reservation.  This  record  achieved 
in  seven  years  is  expected  to  have  a favorable  effect  on  life  on  the 
reservation. 

NORTH  DAKOTA  - High  Percentage  in  4-H 

More  than  2/3  of  all  freshmen  girls  enrolled  in  the  College  of  Home 
Economics  at  NDSU  the  fall  quarter  of  this  year  were  members  or  former 
members  of  4-H  Clubs.  Survey  was  made  by  a member  of  the  Home  Economics 
faculty. 

OHIO  - Agent  Training  Conferences 

Ohio  has  recently  held  a series  of  Agent  Training  Conferences  in 
long  time  program  planning.  It  was  pointed  out  that  this  kind  of 
trai.ning  is  necessary  because  of  agent  turnover  and  change  in  our 
society  and  economy. 
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PEMSYLVANIA  - Change  in  Staff  Letter 

Beginning  early  1964;,  the  staff  letter  to  agents  will  include  one  page 
designed  so  that  it  can  he  distributed  intact  to  local  leaders.  Items 
of  particular  interest  to  leaders  will  be  put  on  the  page. 

TENNESSEE  - Advanced  Leader  Training 

Building  upon  "The  Leadership  in  Depth"  experience the  State  is  now 
moving  into  advanced  leader  training.  An  advanced  organizational 
leader  course  is  offered  as  well  as  advanced  project  leader  course. 

WISCONSIN  - Training  in  Money  Management 

Eight  district  conferences  are  being  scheduled  throughout  the  State  to 
train  4-H  and  home  economics  agents  in  concepts  and  methods  of  work  in 
money  management.  Last  year,  several  counties  did  pilot  work  with  4-H 
Club  members.

In  short,  we  must  do  what  so  many  other  segments  of  our  economy  have 
done--what  the  4-H  Clubs  have  done ..... what  so  many  tens  of  millions 
of  our  citizens  have  done- -go  town.  I don't  mean  to  be  facetious, 
but  as  I put  down  that  phrase,  I hark  back  to  a popular  idiom.  If  a 
man,  or  a corporation,  or  an  organization  succeeds  in  his,  or  its, 
or  their  ambition;  it  is  often  said,  in  pardonable  slang,  "Boy,  he 
really  went  to  town. "
